To NEWLY ELecTED COUNTY 


OrricErs.—We publish for the ben- 
efit of our readers the law passed at 
the last session of the Legislature to 
secure the sufficiency of official 
bonds. The law will come into ope- 
ration next week, when the bonds of 
newly elected officers will be tender- 


ed. 

It will be seen that the law means 
something, and it will be well to see 
that is is put into operation : 

An Act to secure the Sufficiency of 

Oficial Bonds. 

Sec. 1. The General Assembly of 
North Carolina do enact, That when- 
ever oath shall be made before any 
Judge of the Superior Court by five 
respectable citizens of any county 
within his District that after diligent 
inquiry made they verily believe that 
the bond of any officer of such coun- 
ty which has been accepted by the 
County Commissioners is insufficient 
either in the amountof the penalties 
or in the ability of the sureties, it 
shall be the duty of said Judge to 
cause a notice to be served upon such 
oflicer requiriog him to appear at 
some stated time and place and justi- 
fy his bond by evidence other than 
that of himself and his sureties. And 
if the evidence so produced shall 
fail to satisfy the Judge that the 
bond is” sufficient, both the 
amount and the abilities of the sure- 
ties, he shall give time to the officer, 
not exceeding twenty days to give 
another bond, the Judge fixing the 
amount of the new bond when there 
is adeficiency in that particular,— 
And upon failure to give a good bond 
to the satisfaction of the judge with- 
in the twenty days, he shall declare 
the office vacant, and if the appoint- 
ment be with himself, he shall im- 
mediately proceed to fill the vacancy; 
and if not, heshall notify the per- 
sons having the appointing power, 
that they may proceed as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. The person so appointed 
shall give bond before the judge, and 
the bond so given shall in other re- 
spects be subject to all the require- 
ments of the law in relation to official 
vonds, and all official bonds shall be 
considered liabilities in the meaning 
of section three, chapter eighty, Bat- 
tle’s Revisal. 

Src. 3. Whenever a vacancy shall 
be declared by the judge, he shall file 
a written statement of all his proceed- 
ings with the clerk of the county 
commissioners, to be recorded by him. 
Any bond declared insufficient shall 
pot be put in suit except for breaches 
previously eommitted. No member 
of the board of commissioners, or any 
other person authorized to take official 
bonds of any county, shall become 
surety om 5 official bond upon the 
sufficiency of which such board, of 
which he may be a member, have to 
pass: Provided, This section shall 
not exonerate him from any liability 
for taking an insufficient bond. 

Src. 4. This act shall take effect 
from and after its ratification, and 
shall apply to official bonds already 


iven.

| FUNERALOF MAYOR SEPARK. 
_—The last tribute of respect to the 
memory of J. H. Separk, late Mayor 
of Raleigh, was paid on yesterday 
afternoon. Thefwhole eity wore that 
aspect of sadness becoming the occa- 
sion. All places of business were 
closed at 3o’clock. Flags hung at 
halffmast from Metropolitan Hall 
and the new post-oflice building. The 
front of the City Hall was draped in 
mourning, and the tolling of the bells 
marked the departure of the Chief 
Magistrate of the City. 

At half $past three, the Military 
Companies, the Knights of Pythias, 
the Masonic Fraternity and an im- 
mense concourse of citizens repaired 
to the Edenton Street Methodist 
Church, where the solemn _ services 
for the dead were performed. The 
Rev. whose pas- 
toral charge the dgpeased had been 
fora number of years, preached a 
most affecting and eloguent sermon 
—eloquent from its thurough truth- 
fulness, for the subjectiof his remarks 
furnished a fruitful theme for his eu- 
logium. 

At half past five o'clock the pro- 
cession was formed, preceded by the 
whole city police in full uniform, and 
followed by the Light Infantry, the 
Artillery, the Knights of PythiasJand 
the Masonic Fraternity. After this 
imposing escort followed the hearse 
bearing the remains, behind which 
was a long train of carriages, the 
Board of Aldermen accompanying 
the family, while a countless tmul- 
titude followed on foot. 

The procession passed down Eden- 
ton street to the solemn strains of 
the Cornet band, and thence to Oak- 
wood Cemetery when the last rites 
were performed in which the Masonic 
Fraternity and the Knights of Pyth- 
ias participated, the, deceased having 
been an active member of both ore 
ganizations. 

Altogether, the funeral was one of 
the largest and most imposing in 
character ever seen here, a fitting 


testimonial of the respect and esteem 
in which the lamented J. H. Separk 
was held by all classes of this com- 
munity.

But the num- 
erous applications for admission, its 
precarious support, and the refusal of 
the Legislature to aid, have paralyzed 
the energy, and crushed the hopes of 
its indefatigable superintendent—the 
Rev. Mr. Mills. ‘The crisis has now 
arrived when we must immediately 
sustain this benevolent institution, 
or ingloriously permit it to succumb 
to our penuriousness and ingratitude; 
and those helpless and ignorant or- 
phans to return to their haunts of 
poverty, vice, and immorality. 

Heaven forbid such a calamity! 
Educate these orphans, and you nake 
valuable and intelligent citizens of 
them; turn them loose on society in 
ignorance aud poverty, and we will 
soon reap a harvest of immorality and 
crime, which will be as certainly 
transmitted to their posterity as 
hereditary diseases are. The State 
and society in this event will not 
only be deprived for years, if not for 
forever, of all the benefits which 
would accrue from their 
education; but their improvidence 
aud vicious habits would eutail crime 
and Onerous burdens upon the coun- 
try. This noble institution can and 
ought tobe at once placed beyond 
the reach of contingency if every 
church, schooland benevolent society 
and every citizen, not thus associa- 
ted, will emulate the laudable ex- 
ample of the Masons. 

The patrons of agp may 
with great propriety now lead in 
this good work. With giant strides 
they have within a short time sur- 
passed in numbers and in efficient 
usefulness many of the oldest socie- 
ties. They could not adopta nobler 
charity than this asylum, and there- 
by rear intelligent and virtuous far- 
mers, and wives. Other societies 
and churches should not lay behind 
but rather vie with exch other in 
doing most to put this institution on 
permant basis within the next few 
months. Fifteen years have nearly 
elapsed since the war began, and the 
good that we might effect will be be- 
yond our reach within five or ten 
years at furthest. With an united 
effort let us all “redeem the time’’ 
lost, ‘Our fortunes and sacred hon- 
ors’? pledge to them, and make 
thousands of orphans and widows 
happy. Wait uot for instructions 
from head quarters, but rather let 


and every church and society deem 
himself, the special almouer of our 
heavenly Father, and give to this 
cause as God has prospered him. 

To the Press we would most ear- 
nessly appeal for its indispensable 
aid, and again fervently entreat 
preachers and people, teachers aud 
sholars and especial y the aid of the 
ladies, who have always been the 
first in every good work and the last 
to leave it. We flatter ourselves that 
if the humble suggestions are carried 
out hundreds of thousands of dollars 
will soon flow into its treasury, and 
similar institution be established ip 
East and West North Cai olina.

RALSTON THE CALIFORNIA BANK 
PRESIDENT.—W. C. Ralston,was the 
most popular man in California. 
His munificence won him friends 
everywhere. His career was full of 
instances where he has kept from 
failure men who were on the verge 
of financial ruin. His mode of life 
was on a plan commensurate with 
the extent of wealth at his command. 
At Belmont Valley he built for him- 
self a house costing, it is estimated, 
$1,000,000 and supported it with an 
annual outlay of $350,000. His house 
would accommodate 150 guests, and 
occasions were frequent when that 
number accepted his hospitality. 
His stables are built on a magniti- 
eent and extensive plan. Some years 
ago he had some difficulty with the 
railroad which leads to Belmont 
Valley, adistance of thirty miles, 
and then provided himself witha 
light buggy and having relays of 
horses stationed along the road, 
drove eyery day to aud from San 
Francisco in less time than the train 
could make. He was the last man at 
his office at night and the first one 
inthe morning.

DELAYED VENGEANCE, 


A Woman Shoots a Man Suspected o} 
Having Robbed her a year ago. 


Mrs. Mary Robinson, of Stron gs- 
ville, startled the Sabbath medit- 
ations of Mayor Brown, of Berea, 
day before yesterday (Sabbath), by 
appearing before him and submitting 
herself for arrest, on a charge of shoot- 
ing with intent to kill. Measures 
were taken for her detention, and trial 
ordered Monday afternoon. Her fa- 
ther, Brazar Raynor, was soon after 
arrested as an accomplice in the 
bloody deed. It appears that about 
one year ago Mrs. Robinson’s pre-~ 
mises were entered and about $2,300 
in bonds and jeweiry taken. No clue 
to the robber was ever found. Re- 
memberivg some time afterwards 
that a number of old pictures were 
among the missing articles, Mrs. RKo- 
binson diguised herselfin male attire 


missing, whereby she would 
have some clue to the per- 
petrators of robbery. 


She came upon some pictures in the 
possession ofa Mr. Bates, of that vi- 
cinity, and had a proceeding brought 
against him. Nothing was gained 
from this trial, however, as the pic- 
tures were proved to have been pick- 
ed up by Bates’s children in the road. 
Still not discouraged, Mrs. Robinson 
consulted a clairvoyant of this city 
some time after, and by her *‘mauni- 
festations’’ was led to suspect one 
Andrew Taylor, of Berea. Accord- 
ingly, as the evidence at the trial 
showed, she invited Taylor and his 
wife to her premises to obtain some 
fruit. The invitation was accepted, 
and the call made on Sunday last, 
the day the shooting occurred. Mrs. 
Taylor says they were treated nicely 


until she (Mrs. ‘TTaylor) spoke 
of returning home, svon after 
which Mrs. Robinson asked 


Mrs. Taylor to step into the oth- 
er room and see some calico she 
had been purchasing. Mrs Taylor 
complied, her husband following 
her. After showing them one thing 
and another Mrs. Robinson re- 
marked, *“‘thisis the room in which 
the robbery was committed,’’ and 
presenting a pistol to Taylor’s head, 
continued, ‘‘and you are the man who 
did it.’’ Taylor sprang forward and 
caught her hands, forcing them up, 
the pistol snapping but not exploding 
during this slight scuffle. Taylor in 
attemping to escape, was suddenly 
confronted by the father of Mrs Rob- 
inson, Brazar Raynor whom they 
had been told was absent from home. 
It was then the scuffle commenced 
in earnest. Mr Raynor had pulled 
Taylor down ashort flight of some 
four or five steps, when the pistol in 
the hands of Mrs. Robinson was 
discharged, the ball striking Taylor, 
who was some distance below her, 
on the cheek bone, under the right 
eye, thereby being flattened, cutting 
iis way downward, 7. out on 
the under side of the jaw. It lodged 
on his shirt bosom. Mrs. Robinson, 
as before stated, left the house and 
weut immediately to Berea and de- 
livered herself up to Mayor Brown 
and Taylor was conveyed home. 
There was no contradicting evidence

Asheville has grown up to its con- 
sequenee unkwewn to the other parts 
of North Carolina. Its geographical 
position is somewhat peculiar, 
identifying it in past years with 
South Carolina morethan with the 
State to which it belongs. It lies on 
a 'natnral thoroughfare between: 
Tennessee and South Carolina, the 


mountains opening into J’ ennessee 


gateway, and breaking down into 
South Carolina by more gentle de- 
clivities than are found elsewhere on 
the Blue Ridge. Along this route 
for a great many years a heavy tide 
of traftie has flowed, attracting 
poptiation to the town as well from 
its commercial advantages as from 
the beauty of the surrounding scen- 
ery and the wonderful salubrify of 
climate. A beautiful and picturesque 
looking town of some twenty-five 
hundred inhabitants has grown up, 
abounding in tasteful and handsome 
houses, while no town in the State 
has in its vicinity so many beautiful 


residences aud country seats, 
occupying commanding points 
along the banks of the 


beautiful Swannannoa, or nestling 
on the smaller hills under the shad- 
ows of the loftier mountains. 

The situation of Asheville in rela- 
tion to the rail road system, certain 
to be developed at no distant day, 
ensures the expansion of the town 
into acity of considerable Cimen- 
sions. It must be the central and 
diverging point for traffic from all 
points of the compass. It is the 
natnral and inevitable centre of all 
the routes of transit through the 
mountains. It cannot be avoided if 
it were desired. And to this com- 
mercial urgency forcing it into great- 
ness, there is added beauty of scene- 
ry which is enchanting in the highest 
degree, anda salubrity of climate 
which is wonderful, and which is 
combined with certain peculiarities 
which have long since drawn atten- 
tion to Asheville as a perfect sanita- 
num. Consumption, as an indige- 
nous disease is unknown, and the 
peculiar dryness and balminess of 
the air for some years past has 
made it the favorite winter resort for 
invalids from the North and North- 
western States. 

Though situated twenty-three 
hundred feet above the level of the 
Sea, its exposure to the South-west 
and probably the influence of the 
currents of air from the Mississippi 
valley, has much to do in modifying 
the rigors of winter. The summer 
climate is the finest almost in the 
world. 

Asheville has long beer. tantalized 
with the promise of railroad com- 
munication. It has seen its hopes 
blasted so often that every thing 
like impatience has long since sub- 
sided. But the place finds resources 
within itself and does not sit still in 
supine indolence. At the present 
time thereis much building going 
on. A handsome Court Hozase is 
rising from its foundation. The Ea- 
gle Hotel has been enlarged to a 
building of one hundred and eighty- 
five feet and next summer will offer 
complete accommodations. Two or 
three other hotels are under con- 
struction, ten or. twelve stores, a 
church, a school house and a number 
of private dwellings. The whole place 
is a working hive and when the rail- 
road does reach it, Asheville will be 


ready toreceive all who come. It”
